This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 1-10 and 22-25, drawn to a cleaning tool. 
Group II, claim(s) 14-21 , drawn to a cleaning tool. 

Group III, claim(s) 11 and 13, drawn to a method of making a cleaning component. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: With respect 
to Groups I and III, the search report is referenced with rejected what would appear to 
be the general inventive concept in common between the two groups and as such does 
not constitute a "special technical feature". Group II is significantly different than either 
of the two other groups and pretty much does not share any feature(s) in common with 
them and thus lacks a special technical feature as well. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

(i) Figure 6; (ii) Figures 8-1 3; (iii) Figures 14-21. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply
